Kurds Kill 
12 Turkish 
Soidiers 

Attack sparks tensions with 
possible incursion looming 

SIRNAK, TURKEY I Kurdish rebels ambushed 
a Turkish military convoy on Sunday less 
than three miles from the Iraqi border, kill- 
ing 12 soldiers in the face of growing threats 
by Turkey to cross the rugged frontier and 
root out the guerrillas. 

Turkey shelled the border region in 
response to the attack, 
and Iraqi President Jalal 
Talabani — himself a Kurd 
— ordered the rebels to lay 
down their arms or leave 
Iraq. Turkey dismissed his 
call, saying the time had 
come for action. 

Despite the harsher 
rhetoric. Defense Secretary Robert Gates said 
Sunday it appears Turkey’s military is not on 
the verge of invading Iraq’s most stable region 
in pursuit of the rebels — an incursion strongly 
opposed by the United States and Iraq. 

Gates said in a meeting with Turkish 
Defense Minister Vecdi Gonul that he advised 
against a major cross-border incursion. “I’m 
heartened that he seems to be implying a 
reluctance on their part to act unilaterally, 
and I think that’s a good thing,” Gates said. 

Turkish Prime Minister Recep Tayyip 
Erdogan said he told Secretary of State 
Condoleezza Rice that Turkey expected 
“speedy steps from [the] U.S.” in cracking 
down on Kurdish rebels, (ap)

Out-of-control blazes 
rage in Malibu and 
San Diego; 1 dead 

MALIBU, CALIF. I More than a half- 
dozen wildfires driven by power- 
ful Santa Ana winds spread across 
Southern California on Sunday, 
killing one person near San Diego 
and destroying several homes and a 
church in celebrity-laden Malibu. 

No details were immediately 
available about the death in San

Diego County, but four firefighters 
and four other people were injured 
and taken to hospitals, said Rox- 


anne Provaznik, a spokeswoman 
for the California Department of 
Forestry. 

The fire was among at least 
eight blazes stretching from north 
of Los Angeles to San Diego, as hot 
weather and strong winds marked 
the height of wildfire season. 

The fire responsible for the 
death and eight injuries burned 
about 2,500 acres near a highway. 
A second charred about 3,000 acres 
in northern San Diego County and 
was threatening homes near Witch

Creek, Provaznik said. 

Meanwhile, in Malibu, about 
500 firefighters worked to protect 
about 200 homes in several upscale 
communities nestled in the hills, 
officials said. 

The blaze, which started in Mal- 
ibu Canyon, had charred at least 
1,000 acres and destroyed a church 
and several homes, one of them a 
landmark castle. 

“This fire is zero -percent con- 
tained, which means we’re at the 
mercy of the wind,” acting Malibu 
Mayor Pamela Conley Ulich said. 

Fire crews early Sunday found 
downed power lines, which may 
have started the fire, Capt. Mike 
Brown said. 

Susan Nuttall fled her condo just 
below Pepperdine University, which 
was threatened by the fire. 

“We’re all scared to death, and 
we have nowhere to go,” said Nuttall, 
51, wearing a bathrobe and holding 
her Chihuahua, noaki schwartz (ap)

Cheney Issues Iran Threat

VP says country faces 
‘serious consequences’ 
for nuclear program 

LEESBURG, VA. | The United States 
and other nations will not allow 
Iran to obtain a nuclear weapon, 
Vice President Dick Cheney said 
Sunday. 

“Our country, and the entire 
international community, cannot 
stand by as a terror-supporting 
state fulfills its grandest ambi- 
tions,” Cheney said in a speech to 
the Washington Institute for Near 
East Studies. 

He said Iran’s efforts to pursue 
technology that would allow it to 
build a nuclear weapon are obvi- 
ous and that “the regime continues 
to practice delay and deceit in an 
obvious effort to buy time.” 

If Iran continues on its cur- 
rent course, Cheney said, the U.S. 
and other nations are “prepared to 
impose serious consequences.” The 
vice president made no specific ref- 
erence to military action. 


“We will not allow Iran to have 
a nuclear weapon,” he said. 

Cheney’s words seemed to only 
escalate the U.S. rhetoric against 
Iran over the past several days, 
including President Bush’s warn- 
ing that a nuclear Iran could lead 
to “World War III.” 


While he was critical of that gov- 
ernment and President Mahmoud 
Ahmedinejad, he offered praise and 
words of solidarity to the Iranian 
people. Iran “is a place of unlimit- 
ed potential ... and it has the right 
to be free of tyranny,” Cheney said.

Republican pledges 
special session to fix 
the state’s ethics laws 

KENNER, LA. | In a State known for 
its brash politicians, Bobby Jindal’s 
methodical, wonkish style is strik- 
ingly different — and his first plan 
of attack as Louisiana’s governor- 
elect strikes at the heart of the state’s 
reputation for cronyism and cor- 
ruption. 

The Republican congressman on 
Sunday, a day after his historic win in 
a field of a dozen candidates for gov- 
ernor, pressed ahead with his cam- 
paign pledge to clean up the state’s 
image. He said one of his first acts 
will be to call a special legislative 
session to reform ethics laws. 

“If I go down as one of the more 
boring but effective governors. I’ll 
take that as a great compliment,” 



Bobby Jindal was elected governor of 
Louisiana with 54 percent of the vote. 


Jindal said. “Our people don’t want to 
be amused by our politics anymore. 
We don’t want to be entertained.” 

Jindal won outright in the state’s 
open primary election, finishing atop 
the slate of candidates with 54 per- 
cent of the vote. The newly elected 
governor becomes Louisiana’s first 
nonwhite governor since Reconstruc- 
tion.

American Raid in Sadr City Kiiis 49 


U.S. forces pursue 
militia ehief in one of 
deadliest recent strikes 

BAGHDAD I The U.S. military said its 
forces killed an estimated 49 mili- 
tants during a dawn raid to capture 
an Iranian-linked militia chief in 
Baghdad’s Sadr City enclave, one of 
the highest tolls for a single opera- 
tion since President Bush declared 
an end to active combat in 2003. 

Iraqi police and hospital offi- 
cials, who often overstate casual- 


ties, reported only 15 deaths, includ- 
ing three children. Iraqi government 
spokesman Ali al-Dabbagh said all 
those killed were civilians. 

Al-Dabbagh said Prime Minis- 
ter Nouri al-Maliki, a Shiite, had 
met with the U.S. commander in 
Iraq, Gen. David Petraeus, to pro- 
test the action. He was speaking 
on CNN. 

Associated Press photos showed 
the bodies of two toddlers, one with 
a gouged face, swaddled in blan- 
kets on a morgue floor. Their shirts 
were pulled up, exposing their abdo- 


mens, and a diaper showed above 
the waistband of one boy’s shorts. 
Relatives said the children were 
killed when helicopter gunfire hit 
their house as they slept. 

One local resident said some of 
the casualties were people sleeping 
on roofs to seek relief from the heat 
and lack of electricity. The Iraqi offi- 
cials said 52 were wounded in the 
raid on the sprawling district. 

The U.S. military said it was 
not aware of any civilian casual- 
ties, and the discrepancy in the 
death tolls and accounts of what 


happened could not be reconciled. 
American commanders reported no 
U.S. casualties. 

The U.S. operation was the lat- 
est in a series that have resulted in 
significant death tolls that includ- 
ed civilians, as American forces 
increasingly take the fight to Sunni 
insurgents, al- Qaeda militants and 
Shiite militiamen. 

The intensity and frequency of 
American attacks and raids have 
grown since the arrival of the last 
of 30,000 additional soldiers on 
June 15.

The outcome of the deal- 
making will determine how united 
the party is in dealing with tensions 
over a widening gap between rich 
and poor at home and managing 
China’s rising clout abroad, (ap)

Bhutto Vows to Remain Undeterred 


Former Pakistani PM 
reasserts al- Qaeda 
was behind attaek 

KARACHI, PAKISTAN I Former Paki- 
stani Prime Minister Benazir Bhutto 
appeared in public Sunday for the 
first time since a deadly bomb attack 
on her homecoming convoy visiting 


hospitalized victims and vowing that 
the assassination attempt would not 
force her into hiding. 

Thursday’s attack, which killed 
at least 136 people and injured more 
than 200, was one of the deadliest 
in Pakistan’s turbulent history. 

“We have to modify our cam- 
paign to some extent because of 
the suicide bombings,” Bhutto said. 


“We will continue to meet the pub- 
lic. We will not be deterred.” 

Bhutto called for an indepen- 
dent inquiry into the assassina- 
tion attempt and asked again why 
streetlights were off when her con- 
voy was inching its way through the 
darkness Thursday. 

Bhutto also called on the inter- 
national community for help in 


the investigation and repeated her 
assertion that extremists had infil- 
trated the government and its secu- 
rity apparatus. “The closet support- 
ers of militants and al- Qaeda are 
determined to stop the restoration 
of democracy because they see it as 
a threat to the structure of militan- 
cy they have put into place,” Bhutto

O’Malley Delays Md. Slots Decision 


Vote wont be on ballot 
until 2008 to prevent 
government distraction 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. | If the decision to 
legalize slot machine gambling in 
Maryland goes to voters in a ref- 
erendum, it won’t show up on bal- 
lots until November 2008, but Gov. 
Martin O’Malley still wants to move 
forward with the difficult debate in 
next week’s special session. 

That’s because he doesn’t want 
slots to be a distraction during the 
90 -day session in January, and he 
believes voters should have ample 


time to think over a slots plan before 
casting their votes, the governor 
recently told reporters. 

Although O’Malley hasn’t given 
up on the idea of trying to find sup- 
port in the legislature to pass a slots 
measure outright in a special ses- 
sion that begins next week, he has 
said he’s inclined to support a ref- 
erendum if necessary. 

The slots issue “has been a 
monkey wrench in the workings 
of our democracy for the last five 
years,” O’Malley said, noting that 
he wants the regular session of the 
General Assembly spared for other 
business. 


O’Malley said he wants to reserve 
the full session to take on issues like 
improving energy efficiency and 
generation “that should not be 
held hostage to an issue that we’ve

five long years 
~ longer than 
the Civil War.” 

Lawmakers, 
he said, should 
at least define 
O’Malley a slots plan as 
soon as possi- 
ble, “because I don’t believe we 
should ask voters to vote for a pig 
in a poke.” 


“I mean, for crying out loud, 
we’ve debated this for five years,” 
the governor told reporters last week 
after a budget plan presentation at 
the University of Maryland, Balti- 
more County. 

“We should be able to have a 
reasonable proposal.” 

Both the House and Senate 
have passed differing versions of 
slots legislation over the years, but 
lawmakers have been unable to 
solve differences between the two 
chambers. Putting a slots proposal 
on the ballot would take a three- 
fifths vote by both the House and 
Senate, brian witte (ap)

Comcast interferes 
with subscribers’ 
efforts to share files 

NEW YORK I Comcast Corp. actively 
interferes with attempts by some of 
its high-speed Internet subscribers 
to share files online, a move that 
runs counter to the tradition of 
treating all types of Internet traf- 
fic equally. 

The interference, which The 
Associated Press confirmed 
through nationwide tests, is the 
most drastic example yet of data 
discrimination by a U.S. Internet 
service provider. It involves com- 
pany computers masquerading as 
those of its users. 

If widely applied by other ISPs, 
the technology Comcast is using 
would be a crippling blow to the 
BitTorrent, eDonkey and Gnutella 
file-sharing networks. 

While these are mainly known 
as sources of copyright music, soft- 
ware and movies, BitTorrent in par- 
ticular is emerging as a legitimate 
tool for quickly disseminating legal 
content. 

The principle of equal treatment 
of traffic, called “Net Neutrality” 
by proponents, is not enshrined in 
law but supported by some regu- 
lations. 

Most of the debate around the 


issue has centered on tentative 
plans, now postponed, by large 
Internet carriers to offer preferen- 
tial treatment of traffic from certain 
content providers for a fee. 

Comcast’s interference, on the 
other hand, appears to be an aggres- 
sive way of managing its network 
to keep file -sharing traffic from 
swallowing too much bandwidth 
and affecting the Internet speeds 
of other subscribers. 


Matthew Elvey, a Comcast sub- 
scriber in the San Francisco area 
who has noticed BitTorrent uploads 
being stifled, acknowledged that the 
company has the right to manage 
its network but disapproves of the 
method, saying it appears to be 
deceptive. 

“There’s the wrong way of going 
about that and the right way,” said 
Elvey, who is a computer consultant.

RAVENS I The Bills finally built a 
lead they couldn’t squander and 
upstaged Willis McGahee in his 
first game back to Buffalo. 

Making good on an opportunity 
to secure the starting job, rookie 
quarterback Trent Edwards went 
ll-of-21 for 153 yards and engi- 
neered five scoring drives in help- 
ing Buffalo to a 19-14 win over the 
Baltimore Ravens on Sunday. 

The Bills’ defense did its part, 
limiting the Ravens to two scores 
despite six drives into Buffalo terri- 
tory. That included Baltimore’s final 
drive when Kyle Boiler couldn’t con- 
vert a fourth- and-1 from the Buf- 
falo 49, his pass falling just out of 
the reach of Musa Smith with 1:49 
remaining. 

The Bills improved to 2-4 and 
eased memories of their last outing, 
a 25-24 loss to Dallas in which Buf- 
falo squandered an eight-point lead 
in the final 20 seconds, their second 


late-game meltdown of 2007. 

Rian Lindell hit four field goals, 
including a 41-yarder, and Mar- 
shawn Lynch scored on a 1-yard 
plunge, giving the Bills a 19-7 lead 
late in the third quarter. 

McGahee made his mark, over- 
coming a slow start and a booing 
crowd, by scoring on a 46 -yard 
run in his first game back since 
the Bills traded him to Baltimore 


in March. But it wasn’t enough 
for a popgun Ravens attack that 
featured three rookie offensive 
linemen and was minus starting 
QB Steve McNair and tight end 
Todd Heap. 

Boiler went 21- of-36 for 191 yards 
in making his second straight start 
in place of McNair, who is nurs- 
ing a sore back and groin injury.

Billy Bragg is still 
fighting the power — 
this time with guitars 

DO SOMETHING I A folk-punk pio- 
neer and one of the great song- 
writers of his generation, Billy 
Bragg has been an indie-rock 
and college-radio staple for his 
own work here and in his native 
England. But if he’s known at all 
in the U.S., it’s for his collabora- 
tive efforts with Wilco and Woody 
Guthrie’s estate: the two “Mermaid 
Avenue” records. 

Bragg’s latest single, “Old Clash 
Fight Song” — released under the 
name Johnny Clash — uses an 
infectious punk riff to underpin 
allusion-filled lyrics that discuss 
the benefits of independent radio, 
the possibility of aging graceful- 
ly and reasons for hope. Proceeds 
from sales of the tune will benefit 
Jail Guitar Doors, Bragg’s initia- 
tive to provide musical instruments 
to prisoners. 

“I was at a jail this morning, 
handing out guitars,” Bragg said. 
“It was quite powerful, talking to the 
men and telling ’em that these gui- 
tars are a challenge. We’re not just 
giving them guitars because they’re 
in prison; we’re giving them guitars 
because we want them to come out 
of prison and be rehabilitated.”

Bragg said that, as important 
and inspirational as the Clash has 
been to him, the band’s “failure” was 
that it merely commented on poli- 
tics without getting involved. 

“You can write, you can talk, 
but do you actually do anything?” 
Bragg said. “‘Jail Guitar Doors’ is 
something that gives me and oth- 
ers the opportunity to do some-

thing. And it’s that on which I wish 
to be judged, rather than what I 
thought.” 

If one aspect of Bragg’s legacy 
is the “Mermaid Avenue” record- 
ings, that’s all right by him. 

“I’m very proud to be best known 
for that,” he said. “I’m very happy 
with that. Both the albums were 
nominated for Grammys. One of 
them was in Rolling Stone’s greatest 
records of the 20th century. I can’t 
argue with that. To be known for 
working with Woody Guthrie and 
Wilco. ... The [forthcoming] album 
sounds a bit like that. I wanted to 
try and do something different, so I 
told my band not to bring any elec- 
tric instruments to the sessions.”

‘Planet in Peril’ turns 
an eye on the toxins 
besieging our world 

D A N G E R I CNN has packed the two- 
night, four-hour “Planet in Peril” 
with information and images that 
give a familiar story new urgency. 
Here is an eye-opening, often heart- 
wrenching exploration. 

Airing Tuesday and Wednes- 
day at 9 p.m., “Planet in Peril” dis- 
patched correspondents Anderson 
Cooper and Dr. Sanjay Gupta, as 
well as Animal Planet wildlife biol- 
ogist Jeff Corwin, to report on far- 
flung instances of “environmental 
change.” This term encompasses 
four key areas: climate change. 


vanishing natural habitats, disap- 
pearing species and human over- 
population. 

One segment finds Cooper and 
Corwin in Bangkok. They accom- 
pany undercover police attempting, 
with little success, to raid shops that 
illegally traffic in wildlife from all 
over the world. Among dozens of 
other threatened creatures for 
sale, rare tortoises are glimpsed by 
CNN’s hidden camera. They were 
imported from Madagascar. 

So off goes Corwin to Madagas- 
car for the next segment. With 90 
percent of its wildlife found nowhere 
else, Madagascar is a powerful draw 
for poachers. Meanwhile, defores- 
tation and other environmental 
assault has left only 10 percent of 


its original habitat to support all 
that life, Corwin reports. 

In a segment from China, Gupta 
reports that, partly thanks to eco- 
nomic boom and a surging popu- 


lation, China can claim 16 of the 
world’s 20 most air-polluted cities. 
More than half of that vast country’s 
rivers are severely polluted, he adds. 
He interviews the young widow of 


a farmer who died of colon cancer 
at age 30, just one of many cases 
in a community dubbed a “cancer 
village.” 

A bit later, the scene shifts to 
New York, where Cooper submits 
to a “body burden assessment” — a 
complex, comprehensive blood test 
measuring the presence of 246 syn- 
thetic chemicals. After weeks. Coo- 
per learns that he tested positive for 
more than 100 of those chemicals, 
including the long-banned carcino- 
gens DDT and PCBs. 

“The fact that bad things are 
happening in faraway places doesn’t 
make them any less important,” 
Moore explained.” But I wanted 
to make sure that the issues don’t 
feel too removed from the viewer’s 
everyday life.” 

No doubt about it: “Planet in 
Peril” has an up-close-and-per- 
sonal global reach. Its immediacy 
can be measured in the blood flow- 
ing through the veins of one of its 
reporters, frazier moore (ap)

Brazil’s tecnobrega 
music scene defies 
copyright restrictions 

The steamy city of Belem, Brazil, 
at the mouth of the Amazon River 
is a haven for pirates — the digi- 
tal kind who copy CDs and DVDs 
by the thousands for illegal side- 
walk sales. 

Belem is also home to one of Bra- 
zil’s most thriving pop scenes: tec- 
nobrega, a musical movement that’s 
expanding exponentially, thanks to 
musicians and producers who see 
copying as a marketing tool rather 
than intellectual property theft. 

All around the city of 1.5 million, 
tecnobrega’s cloyingly sweet melo- 
dies and synthesizer- driven shuffle 
beats blast from cars, riverboats and 
curbside speakers set up by vendors 
hawking the latest hits. 

“It’s this really gritty tacky, sleazy 
jungle music. It’s just genius,” said 
John Perry Barlow, a former lyricist 


for the Grateful Dead and co-found- 
er of the Electronic Frontier Foun- 
dation, which advocates protecting 
free speech in the digital age. 

While piracy is the bane of 
many musicians trying to control 
the sale of their songs, tecnobrega 
artists see counterfeiters as key to 
their success. 


Ronaldo Lemos, a 
law professor at Brazil’s respect- 
ed Getulio Vargas Foundation, 
says tecnobrega and other move- 
ments like it represent a new busi- 
ness model. 

“This year, the multination- 
al record labels will only release 


about 40 records by Brazilian art- 
ists, while tecnobrega artists will 
release around 400,” said Lemos. 
“The record industry argues if intel- 
lectual property isn’t protected, there 
will be no innovation. But tecnobrega 
has shown that’s not true.” 

Brazil’s National Anti-Piracy 


Association dismisses tecnobrega 
as an insignificant movement that 
makes light of piracy, which, it says, 
costs the Brazilian economy $15 bil- 
lion in lost tax revenues. 

Tecnobrega producer Beto 
Metralha said the music developed 
out of necessity in a place where 


few musicians could afford to pay 
a whole band and most music con- 
sumers can’t afford CDs. 

The best songs are played by 
“aparelhagens,” hugely popular 
DJs running shows with laser 
displays, smoke machines and 
giant video monitors. 

“Before, you couldn’t get your 
record played on the radio if you 
couldn’t afford payola. Now, if a song 
hits big with the aparelhagens, the 
radio has no choice but to play it,” 
Metralha said. “The dynamic has 
changed.” michael astor (ap)

Luxuries are plentiful 
on inaugural flight of 
Airbus A380 plane 

The first commercial flight by the 
world’s largest passenger plane, 
the Airbus A3 80, will fulfill a rich 
man’s promise to his 91-year- old 
father and grant a college student’s 
birthday wish. 

Outfitted with the most luxu- 
rious cabin ever seen on a jetliner, 
Singapore Airlines flight SQ380 
will fly 3,900 miles from Singa- 
pore to Sydney on Thursday, car- 
rying travelers ranging from busi- 
nessmen to college students and 
aviation enthusiasts. 

Most of the places on the 
471-seat double-decker plane were 
auctioned for charity on eBay, rais- 
ing more than $1.25 million. 

“When we were young, we went 
through hardship, and my father 
had to work extra-hard to sup- 
port us and send us to school,”

said Singaporean businessman 
William Leong, who had prom- 
ised his father, Leong Lou Teck, 
91, that he would be on the A380’s 
first flight.

that the airline calls “A Class Beyond 
First.” 

Leong, a Chinese immigrant, 
turned his watch-repair business 
into a multimillion- dollar import- 
export company now run by his son, 
William. The son promised to get 
his dad on the A3 80 three years 
ago, but Airbus delayed the deliv- 
ery by nearly two years. 

Leong paid $60,000 for eight 
seats, including three suites for his 
father, elder brother and himself, as 
well as four in business class and 
economy for other relatives. 

Promising total privacy, each 
suite — created by French luxu- 
ry yacht designer Jean-Jacques 


Coste — is fitted with a leather 
upholstered seat, a bed, a table 
and a 23 -inch TV screen, plus 
laptop connections and a range of 
office software. 

Two suites can be joined to 
provide a double bed by lifting a 
dividing panel for more intimacy 
under mood lighting, although 
the carrier’s chief executive indi- 
cated mile -high behavior should 
stay grounded. 

“I would not encourage it for 
use for anything other than rest- 
ing and sleeping,” Chew Choon 
Seng told The Associated Press in 
Toulouse, France, last week when 
Airbus handed over the plane to 
Singapore Airlines. 

Airbus says the A380, powered by 
four Rolls Royce Trent engines, will 
be the quietest and most fuel-efficient 
passenger plane ever produced. 

Over in economy class, Francis 
Wu will celebrate his 22nd birth- 
day on Oct. 25, the day the flight 
takes off. 

A student at City College of San 
Francisco, he assembles model air- 
planes and used to spend hours 
watching planes land and take off 
in his native Hong Kong.
